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2. Comments on Accounts : 

2-1 The University had been retaining the income from “Guest House” ami “Dlraka Lund in part IV of the University's 
account and the accumulated income oF Rs. 67,721 and Rs. 60249 respectively was shown under accumulated ‘Funds’ in the Balance 
Sheet as on 31st March 1983. University stated (June 1984) that Income front Ohaka village Land & Guest House were kept outseide 
the perview of maintenance grant as approved by the Executive Council. The matter needs to be referred to UGC and their 
approval should be obtained. 

2 -2 Bank reconciliation : 

The University operates 189 bank account (Delhi University) 187 and South Campus (2) for its cash transactions. Monthly re¬ 
conciliation of balances as per pass book and cash book is necessary to ensure that all receipts and payments are duly accourited 
both by the bank and the University. The accounts had been reconciled upto March, 1983 except for one Genera! Pool Savings 
Account which had been reconciled upto June 1981 only. 

A review (January 1984) of the bank reconcilation work in respect of 188 accounts done upto March 1983 revealed difference 
between the Bank Pass Book and the Cash Book which had been pending for clearance for considerably long period as perdetails

Under ordinance XX anti XXI of the Delhi Univeristy Act the University is maintaiiig 17 institutions/halls/colleges The audi 
of the accounts of these institutions which was hither to leconducted by the Chartered Accountants had been entrusted to the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General of India witli effect from the Accounts for 1981-82 

The accounts of these maintained institutions are not being incorporated in the annual accounts of the University which are 
nlaced before the Parliament as (he Universitv has not consolidated their accounts. It was stated by the University (Vlay 1984) that 
accoutsof onbofthe instiiiiuons vi? V. P. Chest Institute were still to be submitted to the Unive sity- Hence the consolidation 
of the accounts ol the maintained institutions with the main University Accounts was not done by the University so far (May 1984) 
University stated (June 1984) that the accounts of maintained Institution for 1982-83 would be onsolidated as part ‘B’ of 
the University account and submitted separately. 


4. Provident Fund : 

The Unisersity’s Balance Sheet shows Rs. 933 -90 lakhs against provident fund on its liabilities side. This amount was not 
susceptible of verification nor the exact liability on account of Provident Funds was ascertainable as the work relating tocompletion 
and sauaring up of Broadsheets of Provident Funds was in arrears since 1978-79.The accuracy of postings m the ledgers also could 
not be ensured in audit due to the non-completion of Broadsheets. These was a difference of Rs. 1777 -37 pertaining to the years 
1966-77 to 1977-78 between the balance shown in the Balance sheet for 1977-78 and the Braodsheet balance which had not been adjusted 
so far (May 1984) 


5. Suspense Account: 

An amount of Rs. 3,84.498 exhibited in the balance slieet as liability was being depicted under suspense hMd since 1979-80. 
This amount represented certain classified credits appearing in the years 1963-64 and 1964-65. The University had proposed 
the UGC that this credit balance may be transferred to the maintenance grant accounts miscellaneous receipt provided a special 
llocation of Rs. 4 lakhs from tlie Maintenance Grant Account to conveyance loan account be agree to by the UGC. The proposal 
has not been agree to by the UGC. This amount needs to U credit d to Maintenance Grant Account. The Univeristy stated (May 
1984) that matter for the purchae of equipment (non-recurring nature) of the value of Rs,3.84 398 out of this account had been referred 
to the UGC and their approval in this regard was still awaited (June 1984) 


6. Outstanding advances : 

The details of advances paid and barged to final cheads of accounts for the period upto 1982-83 are given below. Out Of the 
advances Rs. I(X) -89 lakhs outstanding upto 1982-83 Rs. 45 -19 lakhs were yet to be adjusted. ((*Aug. 83) These in- eludes Rs.lO -44

No effective steps were taken to recover the old outstanding dues, the dues pertaining to Computer Centre were dating back tp 
1970-71 onwards. The University stated (June 1984) that amount recoverable in respect of computer Centre as on 31-3-1984 was Rs. 2-56 
lakhs as against Rs. 3 '01 lakhs already outstanding on 31st March, 1983. 


8. Assets Register : 

During 1982-83 the University acquired assets like equipments, vehicles appratus and Books...etc. 

valued at Rs. 95 -99 lakhs out of grants received from the UGC and other sources and the total value of assets acquired upto the end of 
1982-83 aggregated to Rs. 1290-91 lakhs as shown in the balance sheet as on 31st March, 1983. The University is required to 
maintain an assets register in from G. F. R. 19 showing assets wise details alongs with their value so as to ensure the correctnes s of 
value of assets as shown in the accounts. The University has however not mainained any centralised assets register and they have 
contended that the various (dead) stock registers maintained by the different departments of the University may be treated as the asset- 
registers. It was seen in audit that the stock registers maintained by the Departments were incomplete as value of assets were not indis 
cated against in any of the itme s and progressive totals of the value of assets were not worked out with the result that the correctness of 
the value of assets exhibited in the balance sheet could not be verified. It was stated by the University (May 1984) that the matter had 
been referred to the UGC whose decision was still awaited. 

9. Physical verification assets ; 

The University had in possession assets value at Rs. 2069 -04 lakhs as on 31st March 1983 as detailed below

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Every year the physical verification of major departments like central stores, Engineering Stores is left in arrears. As a result 
of non-completion ofphs^sical verification especially of major department like Central Stores and Engineering Stores during 1980-81 
to 1982-83, the unserviceable items which could fetch revenue could not be disposed of and unserviceable stores valuing Rs. 2 '04 
lakhs were lying undisposed of with 17 departments (March, 1984). 

The shortages of stores valuing Rs. 10 -08 lakhs as detailed below detected during the years noted against each were yet to 
be recovered regularised (March, 1984)

10. Edoipment lyingdile: 

The test check of records disclosed that eiiuipment cost. Rs. 22 •!! lakhs received during 1965-66 to 1979-80 as gifts/ purchased 
from Ford Foundation/(J. N. E. S. C. O./U. N. D. P. and University funds were lying idle (Jan. 1984 and bulk of the equipment had not 
been put to such ever since their acquisition. The departments of the University for which equipment were procured and the dates of

The matter was also brought out in the audit reports for 1974-875, 1978-79, 1980-81 and 1981-82. The University had stated 

(May 1984) that 50 percent of equipment had already been put to use. 

The equipment worth Rs. 9 -56 lakhs pertaining to Graphic Art Centre meant for microfilming of documents could not be put 
to use since 1975 for want of repairs/suitable technical staff. The work of microfilming was being got done from outside at much cost 
and time. The Graphic Art Centre with a staff of seven persons at annua establishment expe diture of, Rs. 500,000/-and earned a 
meager income of Rs. 1040 only during 1982-83 which could have been much more if the microflliming unit could be put to use besides 
getting the important research papers documented at lesser cost and time. 


11. University Press: 

The University has been running a departmental printing press on commercial lines from 1971-72. 

The press has been running into lossesduring the past few years (1976-77 to 1979-80, 1981-82 and 1982-83) the cumulative loss 
as on 31st March, 1983 was Rs. 12 -43 lakhs out o fwhcih lossof Rs. 5 -51 lakhs was incurred during 1982-83 alone. 

A committee constituted in July 1982 to examine the overall set up of the press had recommended among other things that 
the printing work pertaining to the various departments/institutions of the University may not be got done from outside presses but 
from the University Press. It washowever seen in audit n 1982-83 that the various departments/institutions were still getting their work 
done from outside presses. Against prinitng work worth Rs. 12 -82 Lakhs got done from University Press, work valuing Rs. 
9 -56 lakhs was got done from outside presses by its departments and School of Correspondence Courses. 

The dues for the periods varying from one to fifteen years of the Press recoverable from the University departments College 
outside parties etc. as on 31st March, 1983 amounted to Rs. 9-63 as detailed below

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Out of Rs. 9-63 lakhs Rs. 3-37 lakhs was recoverable from outside parties, No confirmation of balances, has been obtained 
from them. 

The balance sheet shows a sum of Rs. 12 -56 lakhs recoverable from the press.under the head Advances and loans. As 

the press is a unit of the University, the depiction of this amount under loan was not appropriate. The should have been booked 
under the head Remittances-Inter Bank transfer. 

The University stated (May 1984) that interest free loan due to be recovered from the Press as on 31st March , 1983 was 
only Rs. 6500. The remaining amount of Rs. 11-91 lakhs repr«ented temporary transfer of cash to the press account purely as a 
way and means since the press account was unable to meet its liabilities. 

The University state (June 1984) that the amount of Rs. 5 -35 lakhs was recoverable by the University Press on 29-2-1984 
as against Rs. 9 -63 lakhs outstanding on 31-1983 

12. Unspentamount of terminated research schemes : 

An amount of Rs. 3-61 lakhs was lying unspent in respect of 81 schemes which were terminated during 1977-78 to 1982-83 
as detailed below :

The University stated (May 1984) that action being initaited to refund the unspent balance.
